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Board takes first steps to ease housing 
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qT rustees Approve Largest Budget 


A TOTAL budget of $15,165,7 25—larg- 
est in the 84-year history of Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute—was approved 
by the Board of Trustees at the annual 
meeeting in Auburn June 4. 


The new budget provides for oper- 
ation of the instruction, extension and 
agricultural research divisions of API 
during the 1956-57 year, which begins 
July 1. Plant and endowment funds 
also are included. 

In presenting the budget to the trus- 
tees, President Ralph B. Draughon, ’22, 
described it as “conservative.” He 
pointed out that estimated income per- 
mits no general increase for college 
employees. 

Current operations will use $14,- 
338,645. This includes $8,712,170 for 
the college proper, $2,279,725 for the 
Agricultural Experiment Station, and 
$3,346,750 for the API Extension 
Service. 

Largest appropriation in the general 
college fund is $5,087,500, designated 
for teaching an estimated 8,350 stu- 
dents next year. Auxiliary enterprises 
such as dormitories, dining halls, 
Student activities, the book store, ath- 
letics and other non-academic opera- 
tions--will receive $3,157,234. The Au- 
burn Research Foundation, educational 
television and other special Services 
Will get $467,436.

THE TRUSTEES elected Paul S. Ha- 
ley, 01, permanent chairman pro-tem, 
to serve in the absence of the governor. 

Mr. Haley, senior member of the 

Board of Trustees, was reappointed 
to a 12-year term by Gov. James E. 

Folsom in May. Mr. Haley has serv- 

ed on the board since 1917. 

The trustees made provisions for 
four meetings during the 1956-57 fiscal 
year. These will be held on the final 
Thursday before each quarter’s grad- 
uation. Dates set were Aug..23, Dec. 
13, and March 14. The 1957 annual 
meeting will be held June 3. The Dec. 
13 meeting will be held at Point Clear 
when API will play host to the South- 
eastern Conference at the Grand Hotel 
Dec. 13-15.

‘Pressing problem’ 


IN THREE separate actions at the spe- 
cial meeting May 22, the API Board of 
Trustees moved to relieve Auburn’s 
housing situation after President 
Draughon had described it as one of 
the institute’s most pressing problems. 

The president said API is “contin- 

uously handicapped” in employing 
qualified new faculty and staff mem- 
bers because of the shortage of hous- 
ing. He estimated the City of Auburn 
currently needs 200 additional resi- 
dences. 

Dr. Draughon pointed out that both 
Hare Apartments and the Graves Cen- 
tre Apartments are temporary, sub- 
standard dwelling units obtained from 
the military services after World War 
II. In spite of this, both have long 
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waiting lists of student couples. API 
can house only about one-fourth of its 
more than 1,200 married couples, the 
president added. 


College apartments planned 


THE BOARD instructed President 
Draughon to file a preliminary appli- 
cation for a loan from Federal Housing 
and Home Finance Agency funds for 
construction of a 336-unit housing pro- 
ject at the Southwest side of the cam- 
pus. 

The project, which would eventual- 
ly include 576 units, is the most am- 
bitious apartment-housing program 
ever proposed at Auburn. 

The buildings will be two-story, per- 
manent type brick on hollow tile con- 
struction. Present plans call for 384- 
one-bedroom apartments and 192 two- 
bedroom apartments. 

Plans for the apartments were de- 
veloped by Auburn’s campus planning 
committee after study of student apart- 
ments at Michigan State, Kansas State 
and other land-grant colleges with 
housing programs. 

Dr. Draughon explained the propos- 
ed site for the apartments was form- 
erly farm lands. Much of the Ex- 
periment Station work originally con- 
ducted in this area has been moved 
to the North Auburn Experimental 
Fields, he said. 


Other housing 


THE BOARD authorized President 
Draughon to investigate the possibility 
of selling for private development both 
the site of the Hare Apartments and a 
26-acre tract of Experiment Station 
property on the northwest edge of the 
Auburn city limits across from the 
API poultry farm.

Hare Apartments site was condition- 
ally sold to the Auburn Housing Au- 
thority in 1955. The board rescinded 
this action in May when it learned the 
Authority could obtain federal aid for 
only 24 units. The college will seek 
a developer who will construct at least 
69 units to replace present facilities. 

Several inquiries have been made 
concerning the northwest Auburn pro- 
perty, President Draughon reported. A 
housing development located there 
could provide 48 or 50 additional resi- 
dences for Auburn. 


Bond issue 


A $650,000 BOND issue for Women’s 
Dormitory X and Magnolia Hall No. 3, 
both now under construction, was sold 
to Federal Housing and Home Finance 
Agency at 2% per cent interest. The 
40-year dormitory revenue bonds will 
be retired from dormitory rentals and 
dining hall fees. 

Dormitory X will be completed be- 
fore the opening of the fall quarter. 
The former Sigma Nu house, which is 
now being remodeled as Dormitory 
X1 (with financing from other col- 
lege.funds) also will be ready for oc- 
cupancy in the fall. 

According to present indications the 
new unit of Magnolia Hall for men 
will not be completed when the fall 
quarter opens.

and has received national recognition 
for developing the long-staple, Pima 
S-1 cotton that has out-yielded com- 
“mercial Pima varieties by 22 per cent.

Utility executive 


DR. MARTIN was born in Scottsboro. 
He attended Starke’s School in Mont- 
gomery before enrolling at the Univer- 
sity of Alabama to Study law. He later 
practiced law in Montgomery and serv- 


ed as assistant attorney-general for 10 
years, 


He began his career as a utility 
executive when he was named general 
counsel for Alabama Power Co. in 
1912. He served as vice president for 
five years and was elected president 
in 1920. He became chairman of the 
board of directors in 1949. 


Dr. Martin is aiso chairman of the 
board of trustees of the Southern Re- 
search Institute, which he was instru- 
mental in organizing. He is a member 
of the boards of directors of the Coosa 
River Newsprint Co., the First National 
Bank of Birmingham, the Southern 
Company, the Community Chest of Jef- 
ferson County and the Alabama State 
Chamber of Commerce. He has been 
honored by France, Great Britain and 
Finland, 


President Draughon described Dr, 
Martin as “a distinguished lawyer, 
businessman, scientist, historian, ‘public 
utility executive, industrial and civic 
leader.” 


The citation said, in part: 

“For more than forty years, through 
his great vision, initiative, and leader- 
ship, successively as General Counsel, 
Vice President, President, and Board 
Chairman of the Alabama Power Com- 
pany, Mr. Martin has contributed im- 
measurably to the agricultural, indus- 
trial, economic and cultural develop- 
ment of Alabama and the South. 
Through his genius, dedication and or- 
ganizational ability, he was the prime 
mover in the creation and development 
of the Southern Research Institute, 
which has made unique and significant 
contributions to the life of this State. 
He has given wise counsel and dynamic 
leadership in many phases of the State’s 
civic, educational and business develop- 
ment. f

The 1955 football seniors were among the smartest players ever to 
graduate from Auburn. Joe Childress, Fob James and Bob Scarbrough 
were elected to the All-SEC scholastic team—not on their football abil- 
ity, but on their scholastic accomplishments, This was an 1l-man team. 
No other Southeastern Conference school placed 
three men on the squad. 

Remember: last year’s football 
eight, lost one and tied one game. 

There were 73 underclassmen on the sounds 
including freshmen. The players were enrolled in 
the following courses here on the Plains: educa- 
tion, 27; engineering, 20; science and literature, 
17; agriculture, four; pre-dentistry, two; pre-law, 
two; and pre-medicine, one.
